Much has already been written 
about the wonderful work of sur- 
geons in remaking human faces, 
Such work had begun’ before the 
war, but it was the mérest begin- 
ning.

Three things are necessary in 
this making-over of faces. The 


‘outer skin must be replaced. That | ™ 


is not a new thing even to the 


‘layman. We’ve known for some 


time that skin could be grafted. 
Replacing bone is newer, and 
more difficult. But it is being 
done quite successfully. ‘The gris- 
tie found between the ribs is 
said to he the best tissue for 
rebuilding bone. It ean be cut 
in any shape desired, the graft} 4 
is always suecessful. and the cart- 
ilage appears to live indefinitely 
without any perceptible shrinking. 
For the filler used to round out 
facial coutours, adipose tissue is 
used. All this is done very slow: 
ly, in a series of careful opera- 
tions, every one of which must be 
successfully completed before the 
next is begun. One case reported 
was begun late in 1914 and was 
net finished until May 1916. 

Along with the restoration of 
a satisfactory faee goes the res- 
toration of the patient’s' cheer. 
fulness. Dr. Morestin who ha: 
been head of this department in 
one section, is quoted as saying of 
one case: “It is suitable to em- 
‘phasize the profound- psychologi- 
eal. change undergone by the 
‘wounded man. At first somber, 
taciturn, qnelancholy and discour. 
aged, he has become, as his nos 
improved, gav, active, animated 
and happy.’’
